BRUSSELS, Feb. 12.—[Tribune Ra- 
dio.j—In the forlorn little hamlet of 
Olen, some thirty miles from Antwerp, 
an American chemical genius, work- 
ing on rich ores from the Belgian 
Congo, has gained a great victory for 
modern medicine by extracting radium 
in large quantities and at a smaller 
price than was ever accomplished be- 
fore. 

‘Until the last three months radium 
brought on the world markets from 
$100 to $120 a milligram. Now it is 
being offered by a Belgian firm, the 
Societie Generale Metallurgic Belgique, 
in practically unlimited amounts for 
$70.a milligram. 

Thirty-Six Grams a Year. 


The company’s factories at Olen are 
turning out at present three grams a 
month. This compares with fourteen 
grams a year which represents the 
combined output of two American pro- 
ducers, the Radium Company of Colo- 
rado and the Standard Chemical com- 
pany of Pittsburgh. 

When the exploitation of radium 
mines in the Belgian Congo was de- 
cided upon last summer Henry Koenig 
of Coloradé, an American chemist, was 
sent to superintend the work. 

Tue TriIBUN®e found Mr. Koenig to- 
day, a modest, retiring figure, in the 
little village hotel where he has been 
living for months past. 

Ore Rich in Radium. 


“Two of the chief factors which 
have made it possible for the radium 
output here in Olen,” Mr. Koenig ex- 
plained, “are the Belgian Congo ore 
and cheap labor. Ore being mined in 
the Congo at present yields about 175 
milligrams of radiurh to the ton, as 
compared with about 6 milligrams a 
ton, which is the average yield of 
American ores. No other ores can 
hope to compete with this. There is 
nothing secret about our process of 
extraction.” 

When asked whether the Belgian 
radium deposits were of known ca- 
pacity, he replied: 

“In so far as is known they are lim- 
itless.” 

At present the Olen, plants have 
enough ore in hand to supply the 
world for one year. operating at the 
rate of three grams a month. 

“Fourteen hundred milligrams of 
Belgian radium have been sent to 
America within the last two months,” 
Mr. Koenig said. 

“There is no danger whatever, at least 
so far ag the American market is con- 
cerned, that the radium market will 
ever be monopolized to the detriment 
of the consumer—hospital clinics and 
so forth.”

Memorial Addresses Cite 
Martyr’s Virtues. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 12.—Ad- 
dressing a Lincoln memorial dinner to- 
night, Senator Watson of Indiana de-/ 
clared Lincoln’s whole philosophy of | 


democracy and equality was “an ex- 


hortation to achievement by labor and 


by sacrifice and a blow at all violence 


in seeking to solve problems of life.” 
“Mr. Lincoln had no illusions con- 


cerning the doctrine of equality as an- 


nounced in the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence,” Senator Watson said. “ He 


did not understand that document to 


declare that men are equal physically 
or mentally or spiritually. With the 
Marxian theory of equality he had no 
patienée, and we should have none. 
“Many among us are attempting to 
equalize through governmental agency 
those things in which men are un-. 
al, and by various governmental | 
devices and schemes to take from him | 
that which he has and bestow it upon 
him who has it not. Any such phn 
would take away the mainspring of | 
ambition, clip the wings of hope and. 
ultimately leave the world in despair.”” 


Praises Lincoln and Harding. . 

Louisville, Ky., Feb. 12.—Simeon D. 
Fess, senator-elect from Ohio, prin- 
cipal speaker at the Lincoln day din- 
ner here tonight, eulogized both Abra- 
ham Lincoln and President Harding. 

Lincoln, Mr. Fess said, solidified 
“public opinion, determined to pre- 
serve the union,” which event, he as- 
serted, “ was the final test of the rep- 
resentative system which has now cov- 
ered the world as the waters cover 
the sea.” Lincoln's success, he added, 
“was not accidental] but providential.” 

“No amount of nasty criticism 
against the present head of the gov- 
ernment will cause him to deviate from 
his determination to lead his country 
to the performance of its every duty 
to other nations, not as other nations 
may define that duty, but as defined 
by our own nation.

The 
house has endangered the efficiency of the national 
guard and reserve in the name of economy, while 
showing itself ready to pour millions into the 
pork barrel. The American people do not approve 
such a peculiar conception of economy. They 
demand, we are confident, that the defenses of the 
nation on land and sea be properly maintained.

Is there a bureau at 
Washington to which I might write and 
for a nominal! fee secure copies of certain 
patent papers? In short, the information 
that I wish is to find out the strength of 
some three or four patents that have 
been allowd. 3. What is necessary to 
register a trade mark? Are the services 
of a patent attorney necessary in the 
procedure ? H. J. 


1. Yes. , 
2. The commissioner of patenta, but it is 
not clear that you have sufficient data. 
The papers cost 10 cents each. 
3. A trade mark may be defined as an 
arbitrary word or symbol actually used on 
articles of merchandise to indicate where 
they come from, that is, who makes them. 
A trade mark which has been 80 used in 
ecommerce among the several states, or with 
foreign nations, or with Indian tribes, may 
be registered in the patent- office by any per- 
son, firm, corporation gr association own- 
ing such mark. 
No trade mark is registrable under the act 
of Feb. 20, 1905, which is merely a geo- 
graphical name or term, or which consists 
merely in a surname, firm name, or corpo- 
ration name not distinctively displayed or 
merely in words or devices descriptive of 
the goods’ upon which it is used. If the 
owner of a trade mark which is not regis- 
trable under the act of Feb. 20, 1905, has 
had bone fide trade mark Use thereof for 
one year, such trade mark may be regis- 
tered under the provisions of the act of 
March 19. 1920. However, a registration 
under the act of March 19, 1920, does not 
constitute prima facie evidence of owner- 
ship. 
The patent office does not make an ex- 
amination in order to determine whether a 
particulan word or symbol has been or may 
be registered asa trade mark in advance 
of the filing of a complete application for 
such registration. 
A complete application comprises a petition, 
statement, declaration, drawing, five speci- 
mens showing the trade mark as actually 
used in trade, and a fee of $10. 
Of the propriety of applying for registra- 
tion, the applicant must judge for “himself. 
In order to identify any particular trade 
mark registered in this office, the registry 
number, or the date of registration and the 
name of registrant, should be given. 
A copy of the trade marks rules, contain- 


ing full forms and instructions relative 
thereto, may be obtained by writing to the 
commissioner of patents, Washington, D. C.

“We do not ow of-a single case 
in Illinois where health of a woman 
or a girl is impaired as a result of her 
employment in a factory. If there 
were any such the state factory in- 
spector would take action. 

“We have not been able to learn 
of any movement among working 
women in Illinois for an eight hour 
day. [This was the first bill intro- 
duced in the legislature by Mrs. Lottie 
Holman O’Neil, who states that it was 
presented at the request of women, 
and that it was her campaign pledge.) 

“We have not been able to find any 
discontented women among tactory em- 
ployés in Illinois. They are generally 
a happy, contented, attractive appear- 
ing, well dressed class of women.”

SIKI BUYS CHAMPAGNE 
AFTER REINSTATEMENT 
STAYS ‘FAIRLY SOBER’ 


[Chicago Tribune Foreign News Service.] 
ARIS, Feb. 13.—Battling Siki 
was reinstated by the boxing 
federation tonight on the 
occasion of the twentieth an- 
niversary of its organization, when 
a genera] amnesty was declared 
for all offenders—six boxers, in- 
cluding the Senegalese—and the 
Montmartre Athletic club, for hold- 
ing unfair bouts. 

Siki’s lawyer has promised the 
federation that the Selegal deputy, 
Diagne, would withdraw his legal 
process against the organization, 
and that Siki is ready to acknowl- 
edge the sporting authority of the 
boxing solons. 

Upon hearing the news Siki pro- 
ceeded to Montmartre tonight to 
celebrate, ordering plenty of cham- 
pagne, but his manager and friends 
kept the colored champion fairly 
sober and peaceful. He told The 
Tribune tonight that his first ac- 
tion will be to offer Georges Car- 
pentiecr a return match, since 
Georges does not believe he was 
fairly defeated. The Tribune tele- 
phoned Carpentier tonight that 
Siki was ready to fight again, but 
Georges said it would be a long

Pancakes. 


If we are looking for entertaining 
historic food facts, we can find them 
to suit the calendar beginning at this 
date, Shrove Tuesday or Pancake day. 
And yesterday also had the name of 
“collop Monday,” because collops of 
bacon were eaten on that day. ; 

Pancake points for immediate ap- 
plication may not be as entertaining 
as historic facts about pancakes, but 
more serviceable. First, the smoother 
the fron on which the pancake is 
baked, the less oiling it will need. 

The tron should be heated and have 
a sort of solid heat, which is cooled off 
by the cold batter, but will recover 
enough to toast this wet batter a 
fine brown in about five minutes to a

to a side if thin. In a perfectly baked 
pancake the sides are as like as two 
peas when done. In order to ac 
complish this result the steam bubbles 
must not come up and break before the 
cake is turned, as they will if the heat 
is too hot under it. Cakes baked un- 
evenly turn up at the edges as they 
cool, and there is likely to be a black 
rim around the cake in the pan. You 
may. have all these signs of too much 
heat without having a blackened side. 

For sour milk pancakes take two 
cups flour, two scant cups sour milk, 
two eggs, half teaspoon salt, one tea- 
spoon sugar. 

For sweet milk pancakes and for 
filed take two cups flour, two cups 
sweet milk, three eggs separated, and 
whites last, salt, and one tablespoon 
sugar. All batters should be as smooth 
as cream.
